Apologies- I had hoped to discuss the Resources, Objects and Values (ROVs) document in Google Drive 
during the already-scheduled call yesterday, but ran out of time. 
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Here is the task- I'd like your ID team to review the draft ROV table in concert with their UTSO counterparts 
(Cameron, Ashely and Diana are already working together as are Greg and Rebecca). These reflect research 
on my part for consistency with GSENM and also the conversations we had in Monticello last week with your ID 
team.

If you have remaining questions after you've reviewed the background section and the 
individual resources, please let me know. I'm also attaching some notes on the version 
that MtFO provided in January. 

Identification of the objects from the proclamation is critically important to future land 
use planning and also to analyzing impacts to proposed actions in NEPA documents 
over the short term. Once we have a solid draft, our next step is to have a call with the 
Solicitor to review BLM-Utah's identified ROVs and allow them to provide feedback. I'd 
like to have that discussion in mid- to late February, if possible. What are your thoughts 
on completing ID Team review by 2/17? (I don't have the authority to assign workloads, 
but if you are alright with the suggested timeframe, then I can send more specific 
information to your ID team).
